FAMOUS COINS OF THE BIBLE 
By JAMES A. BROWN 

Does the names Shekel, Tribute Pen- 
ny, Widows Mite or Talent have bibli- 
cal significance, to most collectors -ot 
numismia these are the manifestations 
of most desirable coins. They were the 
contemporary coins mentioned in the 
Old and New ‘Testaments in reference 
to momenteous and ancient events. 

The shekels of Tyre or so called tet- 
radrachms, circulated in) Judea in the 
second century B. C. and was referred 
to in the Bible as one of the thirty pieces 
of silver. About twenty-five years ogo 
| spoke to the Bishop of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church up around 179th. Street 
on the South side of Chicago and he 
claimed the thirty pieces of silver in 
posession of the mother church were the 
shekels of ‘Tyre. 1. MACH: 15:6 “And 
[ Give You Leave To Coin Thy Own 
Money In Thy Country.” The half 
shekel was called BEKAH, the quarter- 
shekel REBAH, and the | 20th. GER- 
AH. The shekel or sicle was a Babalon- 
ian unit of weight and coinage, adapted 
by the Hebrews and Phoenicians. ‘The 
Gold Shekel was worth $18.35 and the 
silver dinarius, Tribute penny of Tiber- 
ius (14-37 A. D.) with the head of 
Tiberius/Livia Seated, Cohn 15, Book 
of Mathews XXI1I:21, “Render Unto 
Ceasar, The Things Which Are Ceas- 
ar’s.”’ In silver the tribute penny can be 
bought today for about $20.00 and in 
gold for about $100.00. This is more 
than ten times the intrincic value of 
those days. 

The Widow's Mite Of Pontius Pi- 
late. This small coin was worth about 
1/16 of a cent. It was mentioned by 
two of the four evangelists that preach- 
ed, in almost identical words. Gospel of 
St. Luke XXI:2, or/and St. Mark 
X11:42. “And There Came A_ Poor 
Widow, And She Put In Two Mlites, 
Which Make A Quadrant.” (----‘“This 
Poor Widow Has Put In More Than 
All Those Who Have Been Putting 
Money Into The Treasury.” So the 
Lord Spoke.)
